Notre Dame, in a Labor Day 
address. : 
Prof. Sheehan, speaking before 
the Central Labor Union Assembly 
of Marion and Grant Counties at 


who reminded a forgetful world of 
the dignity and worth of all men, 
and proclaimed the dignity of work 
and of the workshop. Hence it 
seems a happy coincidence,” he 
continued, “that it was the repre- 
sentative of a group of organized 
carpenters, Peter J. McGuire, who 
gave America the idea of Labor 
Day.” 

McGuire, who led the first Labor 
Day parade in 1882 in New York, 
was co-founder of the American 
Federation of Labor, Prof: Sheehan 
told the assembly. 


“Seventy years ago, when Labor 
Day began, some Americans be- 
lieved that working men were not 
actually first class citizens,” the 
Notre Dame economist said. “Many 
people then believed that trade 
unions were not good, not respect- 
able. Some thought that unions 
were actually vicious and ‘un- 
American.’ The people who 
thought this way were frequently 
good people. But they were people 
with mistaken and unsound 
notions, 


“Those who then opposed all 
unions had a false conception of 
the nature of men, the dignity and 
necessity of work,: and the right 
of all people to form legitimate 
associations, including labor asso- 
ciations. They forgot the eternal 
truth that all men are social beings 
—not lone wolves—and that all 
men have the fundamental right to 
cooperate and associate with 
others, for legitimate purposes.” 

Prof. Sheehan said: “Theoretical- 
ly, workers have had the legal right 
to form unions for more than a 
century. Actually, there was no 
legal protection of the rights of 
most workers to organize—free 
from interference and discrimin- 
ation—until passage of the Nation- 
al Labor Relations Act, in 1935,

organized workers in the U.S. 
have increased in number from 
3,500,000 in 1935 to 15,000,000 at 
the present day. 

He pointed out, however, that 
organized labor has not been with- 
out its weakness. He named the 
lack of sense of responsibility and 


selfish disregard for the general 
welfare which is sometimes evi- 
dent: the lack of interest and 
activity in union affairs on the part 
of some union members; the lack 
of intelligent, political activity and 
full citizenship responsi! 

some; and the need of improved 
public relations by organized labor 
as the most important weaknesses. 
Concerning the last, Prof. Sheehan 
said: “Most newsmen are humanly 
fair and willing to improve their 
understanding if continuously 
supplied with honest factual data.” 


Prof. Sheehan said that “there 
are some weaknesses in the organ- 
ized labor movement. . . But these 
weaknesses are far outnumbered 
by ge Sigg achievements.” 
He told the union. members that 
they “have contributed greatly to 
the building of a stronger, better, 
and freer America.” 


Prof. Sheehan served during 
World War II and subsequently as 
arbitrator in several management- 
labor disputes. From 1919 to 1929 
he carried an A. F. of L. union 
card and served as secretary and 
greivance committeeman for the 
Utica, N.Y. local of the Brother- 
hood of Railway Clerks, Express 
Division. 

He has been on the Notre Dame 
faculty since 1938, and head of the 
department of economics since 
1942. Previously he spent some 16 
years in the business world in sales 
and sales management, in news- 
paper reporting, in addition to his 
work in railroad transportation.

What Catholic Schools 


Save The Community 


DDRESSING an audience in 

Los Angeles recently Cardinal 
Spellman, of New York, referred 
to the referendum which will ap- 
pear on the November ballot of 
that city to determine whether, 
in the future, non-public schools 
should be exempted from _ taxa- 
tion. California is the only state 
among the 48 which does not ex- 
empt non-profit private schools. 


Responsible for the legislation, 
which has prevailed for the last 
20 years, was a Catholic who, dur- 
ing a legislative session, proposed 
that his Church would be quite 
willing to have church property, 
with the exception of the churches 
themselves, taxed; he said that his 
Church was very public spirited, 
and patriotic. Of course he had 


no authority to speak for his’ 


Church, and seemed not to con- 
sider that the erection of paro- 
chial schools and their mainten- 
ance constituted a very heavy 
burden even when tax free.

The Cardinal might also have 
pointed out that in competition be- 
tween parochial and public schools 
the former have shown that they

Things Not In Doubt | 


While these stories about Mary’s 
bitth are in some doubt, we must 
remember that our Church has said 
positively that two things are not 
in doubt. One is that Mary was 
born without the stain of Original 
Sin—her Immaculate Conception.

The Feast of the Holy Name of 
Mary was established by Pope 
Innocent XI in 1684, although it 
had been a Spanish feast before 
that.

In solemn thanks- 
giving for the deliverance of 
Vienna, Pope Innocent recom- 
mended that we pray to God— 
through Mary—for the needs of 
the Church, and at the same time 
thank Him for His protection in the 
past.

Briefs: 


THE Vatiean recently placed on 
tie Index of Forbidden Books 
eight Italian books dealing with 
Father Pio, the Capuchin priest 
repertedly bearing the stigmata 
and possessing other preternatural 
gifts. Although no official reason 
was given for the condemnation 
by the Sacred Congregation of the 
Holy Office, it is believed that the 
books were placed on the Index 
because they lacked an Imprima- 
tur and in order to forestall pre- 
mature devotion on the part of 
the faithful. 


The priest is a friar of San 
Giovanni Rotondo monastery near 
Foggia, Italy. The traditional at- 
titude of the Church in the case 
of such unusual individuals, in- 
cluding Therese Neumann, is one 
of caution and reserve, with the 
purpose of restraining perhaps un- 
warranted enthusiasm until investi- 
gation and evidence completely 
prove the supernatural source and 
validity of their stigmata and 
other extraordinary gifts. 


Catholic readers are reminded 
also that all the books of Alberto 
Moravia, Italian novelist \ whose 
beoks are receiving considerable 
comment in the United States, 
have been placed on the Index of 
Forbidden books. The novels of 
Moravia include the most recent, 
The Fancy Dress Party, and The 
Woman of Rome, The Conformist, 
and Conjugal Love.

There are some historical char- 
acters whose lives were so rich, 
vital, and dramatic that they con- 
tinually challenge writers to re- 
create them. Joan of Are is one. 
Miss Purcell, an Irish school 


teacher and night-time writer, was 
inspired b¥ an actress to write a 
new biography of France’s illust- 
rious saint. Miss Ann Casson had 
spent four months playing Bernard 
Shaw’s Saint Joan of Arc in Lon- 
don and for British and American 
troops in Germany. 

A recent convert, Miss Casson 
asked Mary Purcell to find her a 
life of Saint Joan by a Catholic 
writer. She wanted nothing schol- 
arly but something with popular 
appeal. Miss Purcell could not find 
such a book, so she answered the 
request by writing one herself. 
She spent four years on research, 
learning French, and visiting 
every foot of soil that Joan trod. 
So the methods and data are those 
of scholarship, but the manner of 
writing fits the bill as far as popu- 
lar appeal is concerned. 

It is always helpful for the read- 
er to know where historical fact 
parts ways with imagination in 
such a work. Miss Purcell obliging- 
ly reveals that she kept strictly to 
historical fact except when she in- 
troduced such probable details as 
Joan’s meeting with Saint Colette, 


j}and the details of the pilgrimages 


of Joan’s mother. Otherwise every- 
thing can be taken without the 
grain of salt usually reserved for 
books about historical personages 
on the popular level. 


‘The results of Miss Purcell’s re- 
search show up in the meatiness 
of the details of the times in which 
Joan lived, and of the individuals 
and the tides against which her 
will to follow her “Voices” was 
pitted. There is color and action 
and an over-all emphasis on the 
Catholicity of the Maid of Orleans, 
and the perseverance of that deep 
faith till her tragic death on the 
pyre at Rouen.
